year is promoting two special fea- 
tures One of these is a discussion 
contest in the seventh and eighth 
grades and high schools in the 
state. These pupils will discuss cur- 
rent educational topics on the gen- 
eral theme. "Kentucky's Education- 
al Status and Needs." The depart- 
ment has enrolled in this activity 
alone approximately 70 per cent of 
the schools of the state, and a close 
estimate from the enrollment forms 
show that approximately 200.000 
school children are participating in 
this educational program. 

The other feature is an Inter- 
collegiate Oratorical contest, open 
to undergraduate students of 33 col- 
leges in the state. Preliminaries 
are now under way in the state's 
colleges and universities, and the 
finals for this contest are to be 
held at the University. January 19. 

The Kentucky Education associa- 
tion is cooperating in their two ac- 
tivities and is providing a $400 
scholarship for the winner in the 
high school contest and $50 in cash 
prizes for the winner of the Inter- 
collegiate Oratorical contest. The 
contest, while designed to discuss 
educational problems of the state, 
is not confined to any particular 
group of educational topics. 

The Extension department also is 
making preparations for High 
School week which will be observed 
during the month of April, 1934. 
This event usually brings about 
4.000 high school boys and girls to 
the University for participation in 
educational programs in music, de- 
bating, speaking, and scholarship 
contests prepared in the modern 
objective form. 

The extension of the educational 
work done by the department to the 
rural schools and 'seventh and 
eighth grade pupils this year will 
involve about 80 per cent of the 
schools in the state.
